Th© Dying Thief’s Prayer. 
The Pastor declared that the suppo­ 
sition that the thief asked to go to 
Heaven 
with Jesus, 
or that Jesus 
promised that he would go to Heaven 
the same day, is a mistake. 
Jesus did 
not go to Heaven that day. but to the 
Bible hell—Hades, Sheol, the tomb. 
Ile remained dead. St. Peter says, until 
the third day. when God raised Him 
from the dead. 
After His resurrec­ 
tion Ile appeared to Mary and said. ” 1 
have not yet ascended to My Father.” 
The Bible tells that Paradise was 
lost through Adam’s sin. six thousand 
years ago; and that. as a result of 
Jesus’ death, it will be restored during 
the Millennium. 
Since there was no 
Paradise when Jesus died, He could 
not have meant that the thief would 
be with Him there that day.

Placing the commo where we have 
done leaves the passage thoroughly in 
accord with all the Bible.

sage leaves not a shadow of Scriptural 
support to the thought that prayer a 
moment before death changes the ever­ 
lasting destiny of anybody. 
The Pastor urged his hearers to get 
back to the Bible and away from the 
foolishness of the creeds.
